The United States Defense Sav­ 
ings Bonds and 
Postal 
Savings 
Stamps will be placed on sale in 
the Arlington Heights post office at 
the opening of business on Thurs­ 
day, May I, as part of the national 
effort to make America impreg­ 
nable. 
Postmaster Virginia 
F. Dodge 
announced this week that plans are 
nearly completed for this commun­ 
ity, along with thousands of others 
from coast to coast, to do its full 
part at the opening of the savings 
program. 
Postmaster General 
Frank C. 
Walker, in a letter to Postmasters 
throughout the country, said that 
the help of local postmasters would 
be “a real service to the country.” 
He transmitted the thanks of Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
for the help that local postmasters 
had already given in the sale of 
United States securities, and also 
Mr. Morgenthau’s thanks in ad­ 
vance “for the co-operation which 
he knows you will give to this new 
effort.” 
The new Defense Savings Bond 
is similar to the familiar “Baby 
Bond,” of which more than five 
billion dollars worth have been 
bought by more than two and a 
half million Americans since 1935. 
A Defense Bond may be pur­ 
chased May I, or thereafter, for 
S18.75. In ten years, this bond will 
be worth $25.00. This is an in­ 
crease of 33% per cent, equal to 
an annual interest return of 2.9 per 
cent, compounded semi-annually. 
To spread investments 
widely 
among all the people in America, 
a limit of $5,000 has been set on 
the amount of these bonds to be 
bought by affy one person in one 
year. The bonds are in denomina­ 
tions of $25, $50, SIGO, $500 and 
$1,000, all of which are sold for 
75 per cent of their maturity value 
and all of which mature in ten 
years. 
For the smaller investor who 
wants to buy a Govt. Bond on an 
easy payment plan, the post office 
will have a new series of Postal 
Savings Stamps, at 10c, 25c, 50c, 
$1, and $5. Each purchaser of any 
Savings Stamp higher 
than 10c 
will be given, free of charge, an 
attractive pocket album in which 
to paste his stamps until he has 
enough to buy a $25 bond or one of 
higher denomination. Thirty mil­ 
lion of these albums are now being 
prepared. 
The cover design of the albums 
is in color, featuring a United 
States battleship 
and 
an eagle 
bearing the American flag. On the 
back cover is a painting of the 
Minute Man statue 
by Daniel 
Chester French, which symbolizes 
the American citizen ever alert in 
defense of his country. 
The in­ 
scription is “America on Guard.” 
Secretary Morgenthau said that 
even a boy or girl who saved 10c 
to buy a Savings Stamp would help 
the country. He added that “you 
can safeguard your own money 
and your own future, while help­ 
ing the national defense, by buying 
United States Savings Bonds now.”

Swine Erysipelas 
harbored iii Soil 
In Illinois Areas 


Swine 
erysipelas 
“districts” 
where the disease is a serious prob­ 
lem art appearing in different lo­ 
calities in Illinois, report animal 
pathologists of the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 
Studies at the college show that 
swine erysipelas is caused by tiny 
rod-shaped bacteria too small for 
the eye to see. Once established in 
the soil, where the organisms grow 
and multiply, they are not destroy­ 
ed by freezing and 
are 
shaded 
from the sun’s rays. There is no 
way known to free the soil of the 
organism s once they have been es­ 
tablished by infected animals, and 
the disease has prevailed unrecog­ 
nized in Illinois for many years. 
The disease is peculiar in many 
respects, the animal pathologists 
say. Only some soils seem to har- 
boi the organisms, thus forming 
the 
erysipelas 
localities. 
Good 
swine management, such as the 
McLean county system of swine 
sanitation, is the best known and 
most practical method of controll­ 
ing the disease. 
The disease occurs both in acute 
and chronic form and attacks ani­ 
mals of all ages. 
In the acute 
form, erysipelas is characterized 
by its sudden onset, often affecting 
a large number of the herd at the 
same time. In this form it is often 
fatal. 
The chronics are the so­ 
called “knotty-legged hogs,” which 
carry the organisms in the affected 
joints and may act as spreaders of 
the disease. 
Avoiding the purchase of dis­ 
eased swine of any description, fol­ 
lowing a strict sanitation program, 
confining sick swine and removing 
unaffected swine to clean grounds, 
disposing of manure 
and 
other 
waste from infected 
swine 
and 
burning hogs that have died of the 
disease all help in preventing and 
controlling swine erysipelas. Money 
spent oil treating chronically af­ 
fected pigs with swine erysipelas 
anti-serum is wasted. 
In the acute type of the disease, 
the anti-Begun is helpful, accord­ 
ing to the pathologists. 
Veterin­ 
arians have found it advisable to 
eliminate the possibility of hog 
cholera by immunizing ail animals 
in the herd with anti-hog-cholera 
serum and virus.

“If AAA cooperators decide to 
increase their co rn .from their al­ 
lotments, which is an increase of 
40 pei cent, it will pay to do a 
little figuring,” states Carl Bor-; 
met, chairman of the Cook County 
AAA committee. 
Recent computations made un­ 
der the direction of Dean Rusk of 
the State College of Agriculture 
has developed these recent figures, 
using normal costs of producing 
an acre of corn, taken from farm 
account records. We find the fol­ 
lowing possibilities so far as pro­ 
duction is concerned in these in­ 
dividual cases. 
Corn at 66c Per Bushel 
Let us suppose that in spite of 
over-production, corn would sell 
at an average of 60c per bushel 
and that the productive yield of 
your farm assigned by the AAA is 
40 bushels to the acre. 
Usually 
farm ers figure that their yields will 
be higher than AAA assignments. 
Suppose the actual yield 
is 50 
bushels of corn, we find that by 
losing the parity and the ACP pay­ 
ments, and with the increase that 
will be secured by raising more 
corn, the average farm er will get 
§16.00 per acre by not complying. 
However, we find from cost ac­ 
counts that it takes from $12.00 
to §16.00 for labor, power, ma­ 
chinery and seed, to growand har­ 
vest an acre of corn. Therefore, 
it does not appear that there will 
be any actual gain from increas­ 
ing corn under these conditions and 
sacrificing the 9c ACP payment, 
plus the 5c parity payment. 
Corn at ."die Per Bushel 
linden the same conditions, sup­ 
posing corn is 50c per bushel, cost 
of increased 
production 
on the 
above figure will become SI 1.0<> 
with still $12.00 to $16.00 cost for 
producing the crop, this would 
show’ a loss by not cooperating. 
With Corn Parity Increased to 9c 
There is a possibility, due to 
pending legislation that. the parity 
payments will be increased from 
5c to 9c per bushel. In this case, 
the non-cooperator or man who in­ 
creases his corn acreage will be at 
a still greater disadvantage. In the 
case of the 60c corn as above men­ 
tioned, his advantage will be $12.00 
per acre instead of S16.00, with the 
same costs to produce his crop, 
which at best xvi 11 let him break 
even. How’ever, if corn is 50c per 
bushel his advantage will be only 
§7.00 per acre, with 
$12.00 to 
§16.00 costs for production — in 
this case each farm er will stand 
to lose $5.00 to $9.00 per acre for 
not complying. 
Some other reasons for compli­ 
ance aside from the monetary con­ 
siderations are increased corn will 
not contribute to soil conservation 
and improvement, and 
again the 
costs of labor and amount of fuel, 
repairs and work will De increased. 
Increasing corn acreage will inter­ 
fere w’ith the orderly use of labor, 
which will be high this year, and 
other crop and live-stock enter­ 
prises. We should not forget that 
Illinois does’not need any increase 
I in corr supplies in 19 LL 
T or Tfiese^easohs, it T?* believed 
that farm ers who are in the pro­ 
gram should stay close to their al­ 
lotments and farm ers who are not 
in the program might well consider 
the advisability of, coming in the 
program before the 
final date, 
which is April 30, comes around. 


Tomatoes Classified 
Non-Depleting 


Farm ers who will have a to­ 
mato 
acreage 
under contract 
this year, may be interested to 
know that in the AAA program 
they are classified as non-deplet­ 
ing, or would 
take the 
same 
classification as clover and al­ 
falfa. 
This applies only to tomatoes 
for processing. This will enable 
fanners to better fill in their 
general soil-depleting 
acreage 
and if they are interested in 
knowing howr this works, they 
should call at the AAA office. 
April 30 is the last day for 
signing. 


Other Elements 
Must Supplement 
Use of Phosphate 


“ Phosphate, 
which 
is 
being 
brought into new prominence by 
current farm programs, must not 
be considered of first importance on 
soils until it is known that lime­ 
stone, nitrogen and organic m atter 
deficiencies have been 
met,” ac­ 
cording to C. M. Linsley and A. L. 
Fang, agronomists of the Univers­ 
ity of Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
“On si me soils where 
a lime- 
legume program has been followed, 
potash may limit crop production. 
Where this deficiency exists, the 
benefits from phosphate will be 
limited until potash is applied. Only 
on soils that are found to be defi­ 
cient in phosphorus can phosphates 
be expected to 
give 
consistent 
profitable- returns. 
“To increase forage growth, the 
use of phosphate as a top-dressing 
on established meadows and pas­ 
tures which can not be disked is 
not considered the best practice. 
However, on permanent pastures 
where renovation by cultivation is 
impracticable, top-dressing is the 
only alternative. 
“On 
phosphorus-deficient 
soils 
where phosphates are to be used 
for improving the forage crop, it 
is best to work the phosphate fer­ 
tilizers into the surface soil either 
immediately ahead of or with the 
seed at seeding time. In broadcast­ 
ing relatively large amounts, it is 
best to work the phosphate into the 
sc i! ahead of seeding. For smaller 
applications it is best to drill with 
the seed at seeding time. 
“With the use of the recommend­ 
ed rate—300 to 400 pounds of su­ 
perphosphate 
and 
700 
to 
1,000 
pounds of rock phosphate to the 
acre—there will be very little dif­ 
ference in immediate effect, but 
the residual, effects of rock phos­ 
phate will be greater. 
“W ith no legumes in (he pasture 
or meadow, superphosphate may be 
immediately 
superior. 
With 
le­ 
gumes. rock phosphate may have 
the advantage. 
Because of the re­ 
sidual effect and the desirability of 
maintaining a high percentage of 
legumes on soils, rock phosphate ii 
"geiTe nifty T<5e3iffm£fidedr r For hest 
results with rock phosphate, alfal­ 
fa or clovers should be grow n reg­ 
ularly in the rotation 
and an 
abundant supply of organic m atter 
should be maintained in the soil by 
the return of legumes, crop resi­ 
dues and m anures.” 


Farmers Warned 
On Buying Farms 
In Columbia Basin 


Any Cook county farm ers who 
arc looking for a chance to move 
to better land should go slow and 
cautiously before buying within the 
Columbia Basin irrigation project 
in the Northwest, 
according to 
word which Farm Advisor Hughes 
has received from the U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 


It is feared that many farm ers, 
especially those living far from 
the area, will pay too high prices 
or otherwise make purchases un­ 
favorable to themselves. 


For one thing, land values within 
the project vary greatly. 
Only 
about one-half of the 2J/a million 
acres are irrigable, and this ir­ 
rigable land ranges in value from 
less than $5 to more than $30 
an acre. It is obvious that no one 
should pay a high price for land 
within the area merely because 
the project is under construction. 
Another im portant factor is that 
although Grand 
Coulee Dam is 
nearing completion, the irrigation 
system must be constructed before 
w ater can be made available for 
any of the land. At the rate of 
construction planned, 50,000 acres 
will receive water in 
1944, and 
thereafter from 50,000 to 70,000 
acres or more will be added each 
year until all the 1,200,000 acres 
receive water. This will probably 
take about 25 years. The buyer 
should find out ju st when his par­ 
ticular piece of land w’ill be ir­ 
rigated. The Interior Department 
has appraised the land at its un­ 
improved value. There is no reason 
for anyone to hurry to buy land. 
By writing to the Bureau of Rec- 
clamation, Coulee Dam, W ashing­ 
ton, a prospective buyer can obtain 
information, both on the appraised 
value of any piece of land in the 


Flavored Milk 
Drinks Bolster 
Family Health 


Drinking milk is a defense meas­ 
ure these days. 
To those home­ 
makers whose families dislike the 
“milk flavor,” dairy specialists at 
the University of Illinois College 
of 
Agriculture 
suggest 
creamy 
chocolate milk drinks or colorful 
fruit drinks which give an entirely 
new and delicious 
flavor to the 
milk. 
Grape Drink 
A grape puree is made by boil­ 
ing the sweetened juice to a soupy 
consistency and then adding this to 
the milk until a delightful color 
and flavor are produced. Usually 
two to three teaspoonfuls to each 
glass are sufficient. 
Blackberry, pineapple and cher­ 
ry drinks may be made following 
the same recipe. 
Raspberry Drink 
Raspberry, strawberry or orange 
drinks are made in much the same 
way. About three tablespoons of 
sugar are added to one quart of 
milk. Raspberry or other extract 
is added until the desired flavor is 
obtained. A few drops of artificial 


color give a more colorful drink. 


Dextro-Milk 


Something new to try on the 
family is dextro-milk made with 
1 cup of corn sugar, I level table­ 
spoon of malt and enough milk to 
ake one I.: ’f gallon of the drink, j 
i 
V ie ingredients are placed in ai 
double boiler and cooked foi 1%

with vanilla. It may be served hot j 
or cold.

Chocolate Milk 


A chocolate milk 
drink which 
does not “settle out” is made with 
2 level tablespoons cocoa, 11/% level 
tablespoons cornstarch, ti* cup su­ 
gar and Vs gallon milk. The corn­ 
starch, sugar and cocoa are mixed 
together dry, then added to the 
milk and the mixture heated to 
180 degrees F. 
When cool, the 
drink is flavored with a pinch of 
salt and a few drops of vanilla. 


area and also the probable date 
of its irrigation. 
Particular attention is drawn to 
the necessity of all 
prospective 
buyers’ knowing the term s of the 
Anti-Speculation 
Act. 
Although 
it is not yet in operation in the 
area, its provisions can be very 
effective in protecting the buyer. 
Among other things the act limits 
ownership by private individual to 
40 irrigable acres of land by a man 
and wife to HO acres. It also re­ 
quires that all land sold on which 
the buyer will expect w ater must 
be sold at present-day market val­ 
ues without reference to the pro­ 
posed irrigation works.
